BEDFORD TELEGRAPHY SCHOOL 


Additional Equipment Installed for 


Students' Benefit. 


With the completion of a double 
track system of railroad In its school 
of telegraphy here the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is to send out notices calling 
attention to the opportunities offered 
young men who desire to enter the 
railroad field. This setibol is located 
at the headquarters of the Bedford 
Division and has the personal super- 
vision, of practical railroad men, offi- 
cers of the Pennsylvania Railroad. J. 
C. Johnson, Superintendent of Tele- 
graph Lines East of Pittsburg, is in 
charge of its operation, with Thomas 
Saddington as resident manager. 


The Bedford School of Telegraphy 
has the same equipment as a station 
on a double track road. In addition 
to the'miniature railroad, engines and 
cars, a regular system of manual 
block signals, with cross-overs and 
sidings, has been installed. Dispatch- 
ing trains by telegraph and telephone 
is taught in the school, while the stu- 
dents are also given a full course in 
agent's work, such as filing of tariffs, 
keeping reports, filling out standard 
blanks, and keeping the necessary 
records. 


The text books used consist of the 
Book of Block Signal Rules, the 
Book of Rules for the Government of 
the 
Transportation 
Department, 
copies of all standard forms of Penn- 
sylvania Railroad blanks and other 
standard literature as is supplied to 
agents and telegraph operators. The 
school is also in possession of an ex- 
tensive library on technical works 
pertaining to telegraph, telephone 
and agent's "work. 


Since the establishment of the 
School of Telegraphy in 1907, there 
have been enrolled 364 students, 214 
of whom have been graduated and 
are now employed as telegraphers. 
j.he time required to complete the 
course is from six to eight months, 
and immediately'upon its completion, 
the graduates are given salaried posi- 
tions with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in direct line of promotion.

Talk about ye olden time pumpkin 


floods at home, when the rooster 
perched on a shock of corn goes sail- 
ing down the stream, every now 
and then crowing to let those on the 
river bank know that he was still gay distressing iti 
and happy. Why, you should see the the morning, 
floods down this way. Several years 
ago I gofr~caught at Wynn, Ark., by 
the flood of the Mississippi River, 
when I stood and shoveled sand into 
bags a whole half day. All last night 
and today a large force has worked 
unceasingly, but the water just now 
is about to the top of the levee and it 
is feared by all that the levee can't 
stand the pressure much longer. 
Water, they tell me, is even now 
seeping through in many places. Bags 
of sand have been thrown into the 
entire extent of the portion of the 
levee that is along the railroad track. 
Thousands and thousands of bags of 
sand are piled along the water's edge 
to hold off the waves and many more 
are still being placed, but as I have 
already said, the levee is wet through 
and through and it is taking hard and 
constant work to hold it; not an idle 
moment for any one. 


I did not fill bags with sand yes- 


terday but I stood by and saw many 
others do so. In fact, all have work- 
ed so hard that they are ail exhaust- 
ed. The N. C. & St. L. R. R. aban- 
doned their track here today and no 
more passenger or freight trains will 
travel over the levee until the river 
has fallen and the track is considered 
safe. 
Some want a cut made in the 


levee to let the water through, but 
this -will inundate West Hickman and 
put out of commission the many fac- 
tories that make that section of the 
city hum. 
Armed guards patroled 


the whole length of the levee last 
night and in case of a break, they Lent ove 
were to fire- their guns -and the fire says he: 
alarm whistle was to be Mown. Peo- 
ple living behind the levee have been 
moving all day to any place that they" 
can go to be safe. 
Should the levee 


break tonight and the fire alarm be 
sounded, there will be a great rusn 
and you can imagine Dad crawling 
up a big sycamore tree that stands 
near the hostel. 
The first and only 


loss of life so far was that of a child, 
which was left fall into the water by 
its mother. The mother and several 
children had been put in the boat by 
the father, but just as he handed the 
last child to the mother the boat 
tipped and she (poor soul) let the 
little one fall into the water. 
It was 


out of sight in the twinkling of an 
eye and carried out on the broad 
Mississippi River. 


The river has now reached a point 


along the main street of the town 
•where they say that twelve inches 
more will put the water into many of 
the business houses. 
From reports 


received here today, the crest has not 
been reached by twelve 01 fourteen 
inches. 
How they calculate these 


things, I do not know. Let me tell 
you that this is a ticklish time for 
Dad. 


I wanted to get to Memphis for 


Easter, but it doesn't look that way at 
this writing. I may have to get out 
and shovel sand into bags to help 
out. There are no pumpkins or corn 
shocks going down the river that I 
have seen, but thousands of logs that 
had been piled along on the bank 
have been carried out to mid-stream 
and the poor choppers' wages went 
down the swollen ri\er.

ers lose many thousands of dollars 
worth of lumber. I see by the papers 
that this flood is of great extent.

Grafting Wax 


To make the best grafting wax, use 


one part tallow, two parts beeswax 
and four parts rosin, by weight. Put 
nto a vessel and melt slowly. When 
the mixture is dissolved, pour into 
cold water, grease your hands thor- 
oughly, and while the material is still 
soft pull it just as you would old- 
fashioned molasses candy; and the 
onger you pull the better the wax 
will be. 
On cold mornings you will 


find this wax pretty stiff; and you 
will have to warm it by pulling, the 
heat of the hands doing this. 


How to Graft 


Saw off the limb to be grafted; 


split it with a sharp knife, struck by 
a light hammer. 
Cut the grafting 


stock to wedge shape at the lower 
end, the wedge being thicker on the 
bud side than on the inside. Insert 
.he graft in the cleft with the bud 
pointed out and a little above the 
imb being grafted. 
Usually two 


grafts are put in to make sure that 
one at least will grow. 
If you put 


only one in, put it on the lower of- the 
autside of the limb. When you have 
he graft inserted, cover its end, the 
end of the limb grafted and the side 
splits thoroughly with the wax. The 
wound must be water-proofed. 


The vital principle in grafting is 


o have the inner green bark of the 
:raft make a junction with the inner 
green bark of the limb. If you are 
new to the work better slant the 
graft a little from the limb, so as to 
>e sure to have a connection without 
which the sap cannot run from, the 
imb to the graft. 
•

PAPER BAG DINNER. ' 


By M. Soyer, Chef of Brooks' Club, 


London. 


Roulade of Beef.—Take a pound of 


cold roast beef, free of fat, and skin, 
put it through the mincing machine, 
and add to it six ounces of minced 
ham or bacon, fat and lean together. 
Season highly with pepper and salt. 
Add a teaspoonful of minced olives, 
a few drops of tobasco, a teaspoonful 


* 
of minced parsley, a grate of lemon 
peel, and a dust of nutmeg. Mix well, 
then add four ounces of macaroni, 
cooked and cut into bits and then 
tossed in butter. Mix again, then add 
the yolks of two eggs well beaten, 
and, last of all, the whites whipped 
s"tiff. 
When all this is thoroughly 


mixed, roll up in veil-greased Soyer 
paper (a side or end of a bag cut for 
the purpose), put in a greased bag, 
fold, clip, put on broiler, and bake 
twenty-five minutes In a moderate 
oven. 
Serve with a thick tomato 


eauce. 


Potatoes Maitre d'Hotel.—Cut up 


six cold boiled potatoes. Put in a 
well-buttered bag, with half a glass of 
milk, an ounce of butter, salt, pepper, 
a grate of nutmeg, and a little chopped 
parsley. Fold and clip bag, and cook 
for fifteen minutes. 


Spinach.—Pick and wash clean, but 


leave as wet as possible. Put Ih. a 
bag, with a little sugar and a pinch 
of salt. Seal bag, and cook for thir- 
ty-five minutes. 
Stand broiler on a 


plate, prick the bag, let the water 
drain out, then dish up, and add a 
lump of butter, dust with black pep- 
per and serve. 


Peach Roll.—Make a good crust, 


as for shortcake, but rather softer, 
divide, and roll each half into a long 
slip. Sift sugar upon the bre^ad-board 
rather scantily. Lay the rolled crust 
upon it, -then sift sugar over the up- 
per side of it. Cover the sugar with 
ripe, juicy peaches, sliced very thin. 
Sprinkle on more sugar, dot here and 
there with bits 'of butter, and roll up, 
pinching the ends tight. Slip the rolls 
inside a greased bag—the nearer they 
f II it the better. Lay on the upper 
&holf of the stove, and cook thirty 
' 
minutes.

How to Distinguish the Destructive 


Disease. 


All owners of timber land should 


be on their guard against this new 
disease. 
Within a few years it has 


destroyed nearly all the chestnut tim- 
ber in the eastern part of this state. 
A circular issued by the Chestnut 
Tree Blight Commission, gives the 
following description of the disease: 


A large numbervof people know 


pt the inroads which chestnut blight 
has made on our forests, but few are 
acquainted with the exact nature of 
this new pest. 
Many cases of 


"Blight" on chestnut trees when in- 
vestigated proved to be dead or un- 
healthy trees due to insect attack, 
lightning or other common injuries. 


Few people recognize the blight in 


time to save the affected trees, as the 
trees show little outward sign of 
their true condition until irreparably 
injured. The disease may be located 
and recognized by some or all of the 
following characteristics: 


1 
Dead branches, usually with 


withered leaves clinging to them. In 
the spring, prior to death, the leaves 
on the infected branches 
remain 


small and sickly looking, and gradu- 
ally take on a yellowish tinge. When 
these leaves finally die, they have a 
peculiar wilted appearance. 
The 


burrs also remain small and unde- 
veloped. * On the branches attacked 
after the leaves have fully developed, 
the leaves assume their yellowish or 
reddish-brown fall colors. 
On trees 


killed by blight during the growing 
season, prior to September, both 
leaves and burrs usually 
remain 


clinging to the branches- during the 
following winter and are of great 
value in helping to locate infected 
trees. All dead branches should be 
examined closely for further indica- 
tions of the disease, particularly at 
the ~ba.Se of the dead parts. 


2. Cankers on diseased branches 


or the trunk, where the bark is not 
thick and rough. These cankers are 
areas of' dead,' discolored, sunken 
bark, often more or less broken by 
cracks or cheeks into the inner bark. 
Old, thick bark does not change in 
outward appearance until a year or 
so after it is diseased, when it begins 
to peel from the tree in shreds. 


Prior to shedding, thick bark 


which, is diseased, gives forth a pe- 
cular hollow sound when struck with 
a hammer, due to a space between 
the wood and bark caused by the de- 
cay of the inner bark. 


3. 
Small reddish blisters appear 


on cankers with smooth bark. Latei 
the tops of these blisters burst, form- 
ing small wart-like eruptions or pus- 
tules of a sulphur-yellow, orange or 
brown color. 
In the deep cracky, of 


old bark, the pustules form reddish 
or orange-colored lines 
These pus- 


tules are the fruiting bodies which 
form the spores 
Sometimes bright 


yellow, twisted threads of the tiny 
microscopic spores are sent out from 
the pustules. These threads are jel- 
ly-like at first, but soon become firm 
and brittle. 
They vary from one- 


sixteenth to one-half inch in length, 
and are dissolved by the rain, which 
distributes the spores over the sur- 
face of the bark. 


4. The mycelium or the vegetative 


portion of the fungus shows as small, 
irregular fan-shaped areas of yellow- 
ish or buff-color, when the surface of 
diseased bark is shaved off or cut into 
slant-wise 
This is the portion which 


produces the bpore-bearmg pustules, 
and also the part that saps the life 
of the bark 


5. Death of tops, or of entire trees. 


These dead trees aie often conspicu- 
ous for the reddish brown patches of 
bark, due to the presence of the pus- 
tules. 


6 
Suckers or water 
sprouts, 


which develop at the base of the 
cankers or at the base of the diseased 
tree 
They are frequently very num- 


erous, and grow vigorously for one or 
two seasons, after which they are 
usually killed by the fungus 


Pennsylvania is the first state to 


systematically attempt to check the 
progress of the blight 
On «Tune 1 4> 


1911, Governor Tener signed an act 
which was passed by a unanimous 
vote of both Houses of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature. The act provides 
tor the creation of a Commission of 
five persons, and gives them complete 
authority to attack and destroy this 
disease by whatever method they may 
_adopt. 


The chestnut timber in this county 


is too valuable to let it be destroyed, 
if it can possibly be prevented 
The 


disease 
has already appeared in 


Bloomfield and Bedford Townships. 
If persons, finding blight on their 
trees, will inform me, I will promptly 
inform the commission and agents 
will be sent to investigate conditions 
and take measures to stamp out the 
disease and prevent its spread
